The American attack entered on 
the Dutch coastal area west of 
Amsterdam, about 125 miles from 
the English coast. Alkmaar is 
northwest of Amsterdam and 
Hamstede is 20 miles south of 
Alkmaar, near Haarlem, from 
which New York’s Harlem took 
its name. 

The sweep in which the Ameri- 
cans participated, however, veered | 
far to the southeast of Amsterdam, 
It struck at Valkenburg airdrome 
in the southeast corner of Holland, 
about 200 miles from Dover at the 
point where a Dutch thumb of land 
{s surrounded by Belgium and

LONDON, July 4—(BUP)—Ger- 
mzny has played the role of a 
robber nation and must be policed 
firmly but with justice after the 
United Nations win the war, Dr.

400,000,000 fellSw countrymen to the 
same role? 

“For India to sit idle as the 
Japanese invade the country 
would be mass suicide. We know 
the Japanese, with only a few 
men in key spots plus a mobile 
army, could not ot'y plunder 
India but ruin the ‘ountry for 
many, many years.

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Farm Debt “Courts” Proposed 


The provincial governments and farm- 
er organizations of the three prairie pro- 
vinces will seek to have established a 
tribunal—more than one if necessary—to 
deal with the farm debt situation in a 
more free-handed way than has been pos- 
sible to settlement boards under the Farm- 
ers Creditors’ Arrangement Act. This is 
the outcome of the conference at Saska- 
toon. 

The proposal is that the new adjust- 
ment tribunal—or tribunals—have power 
to reduce the principal of a farm debt, re- 
duce the interest rate, change the terms 
of payment, give a farm debtor the pro- 
tection of any existing debt legislation, 
and review and revise its own decisions. 

If these are sweeping powers, the 
problem to be solved is long-standing and 
complicated, and its solution is vital to 
the solvency of western agriculture. At- 
tempts have been made under both fed- 
eral and provincial authority to clear up 
the ‘mess,’ but the mess remains, 

Because each case of indebtedness 
surrounded by circumstances peculiar to 
itself, the problem is obviously one that 
must be tackled in detail. This the tribu- 
nal or tribunals would be able to do, and 
to apply in each case the measures most 
likely to rescue the debtor without impos- 
ing unnecessary hardship on the creditor. 

The plan seems therefore to be likely 
to succeed.

Sabotage At Beauharnois 


At Beauharnois, Quebec, 600 em- 
ployees of the Alloys and Metals concern 
quit work Thursday night, picketed the 
plant, and on Friday were refusing to al- 
low anyone to enter it. According to an 
official the company had no notice that a 
strike was threatened, there had been no 
preliminary negotiations, and only by in- 
quiry was it found out that higher pay 
was the object of the strike. Should the 
metal pots be allowed to “freeze” the 
plant will be tied up for two weeks. 

Whatever name those responsible may 
choose to attach to such action as this, it 
is sabotage. Metals are so vital today that 
civilians are having to do without numer- 
ous articles, and get along with limited 
supplies of all articles, in order that muni- 
tions may be produced in maximum quan- 
tities. Whether engaged in war work or 
in the limited amount of civilian produc- 
tion permitted, the tieing up of this plant 
means so many fewer shells or other 
supplies for our fighting forces. 


The men of those forces are risking 
their lives, and hundreds of them have 
already lost their lives, to protect the 


lives, property and liberties of these Beau- 
harnois gentlemen who walked uncere- 
moniously off the job without asking for 
the adjustment of whatever grievances 
they have, if any. For such prompt and 
peaceful adjustment every provision has 
been made. 

In this case, and in all parallel cases, 
the strikers have no claim to public sym- 
pathy or official clemency. Action should 
be taken without delay to put the plant 
in operation and the leaders of the illegal 
strike should be punished with such sever- 
ity as the law permits.

into shape and translated into ships and 
guns and tanks and planes and trained 
armies. It negatives again Herr Hitlev’s 
opinion that a democracy cannot close its 
ranks and devote itself whole-heartedly 
to the purpose of defending itself and the 
cause of freedom; a belief upon which he 
long ago staked his gamble for world 
power. ‘ 

The vote is a striking tribute to Mr. 
Churchill himself, perhaps even more than 
a declaration of almost unanimous confi- 
dence in his cabinet. It is certainly not a 
declaration of approval of all the cabinet 
has done and tried to do in the conduct of 
the war. No one has said more definitely 
than Mr. Churchill that to “blood, tears, 
toil and sweat” there have been added 
“mistakes and mismanagements”. 

But Churchill symbolizes Britain, alike 
in the readiness with which he accepts 
blame for mistakes and the resolution 
with which he refuses to be dismayed by 
defeats. A people of that kind under a 
leader of that kind may be exterminated, 
but they cannot be conquered. It is Bri- 
tain’s good fortune to know its “man of 
the hour”.

United States factories during the 
month of May turned out four thousand 
airplanes and fifteen hundred tanks. 
That was many times more of both 
weapons than were destroyed during the 
month in all the theatres of war. There 
are reasons to doubt that the Axis coun- 
tries turned out as many of either type. 
The Allies are not winning the war yet 
on the fighting fronts. But we are hold- 
ing our own, and probably doing much 
better than that, on the production 
fronts.

Prime Minister Churchill told parlia- 
ment that General Wavell’s reports on the 
tragedies of Singapore and Malaya would 
cause ill-feeling in Empire countries, and 
should not therefore be published in war- 
time. This will confirm the very general 
impression that the news despatches told 
only what happened there, not why it 
happened. Mr. Churchill's judgment as 
to the wisdom of publishing facts behind 
the news must be accepted. That his de- 
cision is against their publication in war- 
time is evidence that the facts are highly 
condemnatory of some persons who were 
in authority during the war or before it. 
There is no danger that public interest 
in Wavell's reports ,will die out because 
they are to be withheld for a time.

Although declining automobile 
traffic and the impossibility of 
manufacturers getting materials 
to make meters will affect the 
metering of additional parking 
space while the war lasts, meters 
have become a permanent part of 
modern traffic regulation.

In changing a baby from one 
formula to another, or in adding a 
strange food to the baby’s diet, one 
must be aware of the usual results 
| of such a change. 
It is quite pos- 
sible that when

in portions which 
seem completely 
undigested. If the

tinued for several days the stools 
will tend to return to normal 
When the formula is changed 
from a weak to a strong one, or 
from evaporated to fresh milk, or

|from breast milk to cow's milk, 
there will inevitably be somé 
changes in the appearance of the 
| stool. Mothers who make these 


| changes of diet according t6 some 
| diet sheets offen are misled into 
| feeding the amount marked thereon. 
| For instance, if the sheet says 
| that at 2 pm. the baby should have 
2 to 4 tablespoons of vegetable, the 
mother will begin by feeding two 
tablespoons of vegetable. This is a 
mistake. It 
feeding that all new foods should 
be started in teaspoonful amounts 
These small portions should be con- 
tinued for several Ways and then 
increased cautiously. If there is to 


be any digestive upheaval because | 
of them, it will be a-small one, not} 


a serious one. 

In making changes either 
types of milk or stréngth of formula, 
the new formula should be much 
weaker than is needed to nourish 
the baby. Use of a weak formula 


allows the baby time to become ad- | 


justed to the new food so that it 
will not upset him or make him ill. 


As he shows by his reactions 
that the new food it suitable to 
him, the formula can be increased 
in strength until the baby is 
getting as much milk, sugar and 
water as are indicated for his age 
and weight. 
| When the baby has been upset by 
too abrupt a changé of foods or 
formula, stop the new foods and go 
back to the previous feeding and 


formula to which he was accustom- 
ed. Then, in a week or so, begin 
the change again and work 
cautiously toward the desiréd 
standard 


This advice is especially pertinent 
in warm weather when all changes 
of diet and formula should be un- 
dertaken with the utmost caution 
High temperatures alone are enough 
to menace the baby’s good digestion 
Change an added burden.

Salvage 5 
In Winnipeg 
4,500 Strong 


By JOAN STEEL 

WINNIPEG, July 4.— (CP) — The 
housewife’s marxeting ingenuity— 
exemplified by the Winnipeg 
Patriotic Salvage Corps of 4,500 
volunteer workers—is helping Can- 
ada’s war work and providing many | 
comforts for soldiers overseas and 
prisoners of war 

In 22 months the Corps, which 
now has a working committee of 
300 arid 55 paid employees, has pur- 
chased some 20 trucks for collecting 
salvage, gathered 500,500 tons of 
waste and junk and sold the ma- 
terial for $104,000 

In August, 1940, a few Winninpeg 
women, real.zing that markets 
existed for practically all types of 
waste materials from metals, bones, 
rags to old papers and glass, or- 
ganized in a modest way with as- 
sistance of the Winnipeg Board of 
Trade 

Today the Corps speaks of busi- | 
ness in big terms—of gross monthly | 
incomes totalling $12,000 on a 
turnover of 1,500 tons of salvage 
“Both income and waste tonnage 
are increasing every day,” said A 
E. Parker, president 


HOW IT WORKS
